UÍ Mr. Duncan T. Parker were laid 
to rest thiS; afternoon at 2 o’clock in 
Hillside cemetery, by the side of his 
wife and little son Duncan, who pre­ 
ceded him" over the .river hardly a 
year. Funeral services were held at 
the Parker Memorial Baptist church 
by Eev. George B. Eager, the pastor,' 
and Eev. E. M.'DuBuse of. the First 
Presbyterian church. 
The funeral x’rocessiou was very 
large, and consisted of all classes of 
people, from the pauper,, to the capi­ 
talist. The city was drapedin mourn­ 
ing early yesterday morning, and 
sorrow has filled tho hearts and 
homes of Auniaton’s people sincehis 
death became known. 
Mr. Parker leaves three daughters, 
Mrs. W . W. Stringfelldw and Jliases 
Lillie and Minnie Parker, and two 
sisters, Mrs. Frye aud Miss Parker, 
who were with him in his last hours. 
His brothers, Prof. W . A. Parker of 
the State University, and Coi. J. J. 
Parker, of Mobile, came up this 
morning and attended his body to its 
last resting place. 
Besides being a director in the Ala­ 
bama iron and coal company, Mr. 
Parker was pre.sidcnt of the first na­ 
tional bank, was a director in the 
Anniston citj’- land company and 
was promineiitly connected with sev­ 
eral other institutions. H e was the 
founder of the Parker free school 
which provides for tho education of 
150 pupils, and was just completing 
an elegant .$75,000 churchhuildingfor 
the Baptist denomination. 
Duncan Parker did not seek man’s 
applause, for the great bulk of his 
oharitablc gifts were made in private, 
and as long as there is ii sparic of grat­ 
itude in the human breast, the mem­ 
ory of D. T. Parker w ill hold no sec­ 
ond place in the hearts of the peoxile 
who knew him.

SIX TIMES MARRIED. 


A Former Alabamian at the End 
of His Tether. 


The Russellville, Ark., Democrat 
gives an account of the escapades of 
a former Alabamian, who w ill be re­ 
membered in the neighbordood of 
Talladega and Newberne, where he 
started out on his w ild career. In its 
issue of Thursday last the Democrat 
says: 
“Patrick Sparrow N\'eathers, a for­ 
mer citizen of R ussellville, but for 
several months a wanderer in other 
climes, arrived at this place last Sat­ 
urday and was im mediately placed 
under 
arrest by Deputy 
Sheriff 
Strickland, eliarged with bigamy. 
After careful investigation a re­ 
markable story of deception, perfidy 
aud crime has been unearthed, fur­ 
nishing a history replete with feat­ 
ures as astounding as they are shock­ 
ing.

H appy fam i­ 
lies, th at had retired that night with 
joyous expectation of a

around the fam ily board w ith the 
coming morning, awoke am id the 
darkness of the raging elements to 
find themselves shelterless and be­ 
reaved, in some cases nearly every 
member having been killed. Pros­ 
perous men retired th at night to 
awake paupers aud the coming of 
day only served to show them the 
appalling extent of their losses. The 
storm carries its lesson. I t teaches 
of the transitory nature of all things 
earthlj^ 
There is only one 
sure 
foundation, against which the floods 
maj" come and thestorm beat in vain. 
That is Rock of Ages. Let us put our 
faith more in God, aud live more for 
the things to come than for things 
present.

on the tops of floating houses or are 
huddled in the gin houses of planta­ 
tions. There is great suffering and 
destitution among them and the gov 
ernm ent, by act of Congress, is send 
boats to rescue them. The present 
flood exceeds in extent any that has 
preceded it, and it is not yet over, 
One excited member of the govern 
m eut signal service has predicted the 
complete destruction of New Or 
leans; but this direful prophecy

The dispatches 
record the fact daily of hundreds flee 
in g fo r their Jives as the m ighty tor 
rent sweeps its way over territory 
broad enough for an empire aud rich 
enough in soil to feed the -svorld. 
There is no doubt but that w ith the 
subsidouco of the flood along the Mis­ 
sissippi, there will be a great de 
maud for cotton 
seed. 
No doubt 
most of that held by Mississippi riv 
er cotton planters has been destroyed 
AA'e wlio have been fortunate in good 
seasons aud blessed with freedom 
from cyclones and floods should be 
w iliiag to help those iu the over­ 
flowed districts who have suffered so 
severely, and we can do Hiis by di­ 
viding cotton seed with them. AVe 
would suggest, therefore, th at farm ­ 
ers of this section cease feeding their 
surplus seed to stock and hold them 
for the planters of the overflowed 
district, -who will be sure to need 
them . 
This policy should be pur­ 
sued by the farmers of ail the South 
outside the overflowed district.

TOlíáCCO TAX. 


A Full Text o( the Tobacco Schedule 
a Proposed. 


AA’ashixotox, April 1.—The full 
text of the tobacco schedule of the re­ 
publican tariff bill, ■which -«-as yes­ 
terday subm itted to the full commit­ 
tee on ways and means by Chairman 
McKinley, is as follows; 
Schedule F—Tobaeeo and m anu­ 
facturer of leaf tobacco suitable for 
cigar wrappers, if not stemmed, $2 
per pound; if stemmed $2 72 
per 
pound; provided, that if any portion 
of any tobacco irnported in any bale, 
box or package, or in bulk, shall be 
suitable for cigar wrappers, the en­ 
tire quantity of tobacco contained in 
such bale, box, or package, qr hulk, 
shall be dutiable, if not stemmed, at 
$2peri>ound; if stemmed, at $275 
per pound. All other tobacco in leaf 
unmanufactured and not stemmed, 
35 cents per pound; if stemmed, 50 
cents per pound. Tobacco manufact­ 
ured of all .desoriptions not specially 
enum erated or proyi^ed for in this 
act, 40 cents per pound. 
So[}ff and 
snuff flour manufactured of tobacco, 
gro*und, dry or damp, and pickled, 
scented or othorwise, of all descrip­ 
tions, 50 cents per pound. 
Cigars, 
cigarettes and cheroots of all kinds, 
$8 per pound and 25 per cent ad val­ 
orem, but paperpjgarsandcigarettcs, 
including -n'rappera, shaU b.e subject 
to thc 'oame duties as are heroin ¡mr 
posed upon cigars.

WASniKGTON, April 6.—Represen­ 
tatives Herbert of Alabama, Hem p­ 
h ill of South Carolina, Turner of 
Georgia, Stewart of Texas, W ilson of 
W est V'rginia, 
ex-Representative 
Barksdale of M ississippi and Sena­ 
tors Vance of North Carolina, Pasco 
of Florida, V est of Missouri, W .

WHO FIRE AND KILL THE MAR- 
SHAL, 


Unt a Deputy ¡SIieriiT Uses His Win­ 
chester and Snccccila in’Brlngiiig 
Down the Whole Giing. 


BiRMiNanAM, Ala., April 6.—A 
bloody tragedy occurred late this af­ 
ternoon at Irondale, six miles from 
this city. Four men were killed and 
further trouble may grow out of the 
afiair, 
' " 
Marshal England, of the town of 
Irondale, accompanied by Deputy 
Sheriff Fortenberry, 
attempted to 
arrest a crowd of negroes on a charge 
of larceny. The ilegroes resisted and 
opened fire: on the ofiicera, fatally 
wounding M arshal England at the 
first volley. 


t h r e e NEGROES KILLED. 
Deputy Sheriff Fortenberry suc­ 
ceeded in getting safely under cover, 
and oiiened fire dd’-the negroes with 
a W inchester rifle, and shot three of 
them dead. The others then turned 
and fled in confusion. 
For some 
time a large amount of petty thiev­ 
ing has been going on at Irondale. 
Marshal England last night, located 
a crowd of worthless negroes about 
half a m ilefrom the town, and suc­ 
ceeded in obtaining strong evidence 
that Ihey had been doing the steal­ 
ing. This afternoon he deeicled to 
arrest them . No trouble was appre­ 
hended, but tlie marshal asked Dep­ 
uty Fortenberry to go along with 
him. 
The negroes were found in a cabin 
and when ordered to surrender, half 
a dozen of them sprang up and open­ 
ed firempon tlie officers. A t the first 
fire Marshal England was hit three 
places and fell before he could re­ 
turn the fire. Deputy Fortenberry 
took refuge behind a tree and as the 
negroes ran out of the house he shot 
three of them dead. The others took 
to the woods and escaped. 


EXCITEMENT IN IRONDALE. 
The shooting created great excite­ 
ment in the toivn, and a posse was 
soon organized and started in pur­ 
suit of the negroes. The names of 
tho negroes killed have not yet been 
learned.

ment was not tried because of a fear 
that the sharp edges of the cast iron 
cap would cut a rope. On Tuesday 
John Phillips, of of the slate roofing 
firm of W . Sm ith & Company called 
at the works, and contracted to climb 
the chim ney for a stipulated sum if 
the company would supply ladders. 
He explained his plan and was per­ 
mitted to make the trial. 
The chim ney is 335 feeth lgli, and 
the bell-shaped top flare’s biit five 
feet beyond the collar, but this feat­ 
ure did Rot. daunt Phillips, who be­ 
gan work at noon on W ednesday 
witli a thirty-five foot fire truck lad­ 
der, whose spikes were sunk in a 
heavy piank. 
A second 
ladder, 
twenty-five feet in length, was lashed 
to this, and both were firmly an­ 
chored to the chim ney .with booked 
spikes seven-eighths inch steel and 
driven into the Portland cement be­ 
tween the bricks. There was a lot of 
light and new ladders at hand, and 
before night Phillips had fifty feet of 
them in place. 
Each ladder lapped on the one 
above for five feet. A t its base a 
cross cleat of wood was lashed, and 
betv.'een it and the face of the chim ­ 
ney a s'out piece of plank was placed 
on two spikes driven into tha brick 
work. These, shelves keep tlie lad­ 
ders a foot from the chim ney, and 
make stages upon which Phillips can 
stand. H e carried up a tackle block 
and rope, by which each successive 
ladder was hauled up by his helpers 
on the ground. 
Phillips thought he could put ail 
of the ladders firmly in place, and 
reach the top of the chim ney in two 
days, but In this estimate ho did not 
reckon on the hardness of the cement 
in which sixty feet of the bricks are 
laid, and the mortar in w hich the re­ 
mainder ot them are bedded. Both 
mortar and cement were harder than 
any he had ever encountered, and 
his labors in driving the spikes was 
prodigious. W hen he quit work last 
night the top round of the upper lad­ 
der was two hundred feet above the 
ground. Ho has climbed over chim ­ 
neys in this manner, but never went 
above 200 feet. H ow he proposes to 
master the difliculty when he reach­ 
es tlie eighteen-inch collar and the 
five foot outward slope at the bell he 
does not tell, and it is hard to under­ 
stand how he w ill overcome the 
trouble which 
he 
will encounter 
when he reaches the slope of cast 
iron form ing the huge cap. H is bar- 
gaiu is to go up and rig a rope and 
tackle by w hich the workmen can 
ascend and examine the shattered 
brick work. 
H is ladders are ar­ 
ranged on the side of the chimney 
which was untouched by lighining, 
and he is in no danger from falling 
bricks. On the other side, however, 
a large mass of brieks forming the 
skin of the chim ney bulge out and 
hang 
In a 
threatening manner. 
W hen a strong wind blows the loos­ 
ened bricks dribble down like drops 
of water from a leaky eave trough. 
It is believed that the chim ney is 
badly cracked through on the north 
side, and work w ill not he resumed 
in the m ill until the damaged side of 
the big shaft baa been inspected. The 
chim ney is certainly good enough to 
carry off smoke and heat, but it is 
doubted that it w ill be safe to submit 
it to the ground vibration caused by 
the engines and machinery in the 4 
huge m ills surrounding it. 
Phillips is an athletic man of 30 
years and is used to 
working on 
heights. 
xAside from driving the 
heavy spikes and adjusting the lad­ 
ders, the work of climbing is alone 
enough to worry out the strength of 
an ordinary man, but Phillips climbs 
up and down constantly, and several 
times a day comes all the way to the 
ground. 
Tho perilous point in his 
t-ask is when he secures the lower end 
of a ladder and then climbs it to affix 
the spikes half way up its length. 
One spike is driven under a round 
half way up the ladder, and just 
above it another is driven at the side 
of the ladder, and both are firmly 
lashed with rope,

The next in­ 
stant Mrs. Hunnicut, who was in the 
kitchen, heard a shot rin g p u t on the 
night air, and .at the same tim s a 
shriek of 
" oh ! LOUD ! I AM KILLED !’’ 
and then all was still. She ran into 
the front room of the house, in the 
direction from which the sound came 
and an awful sight m et h e r, gaze. 
Lying on the floor w ithin two feet of 
the open door, lay the prostrate form 
of her dying husband, bathed in a 
pool of his own blood. 
A stream of blood was spurting 
from a wound in his neck. This told 
the tale. 
He had been murdered. 
The next instant H unnicut was dead. 
He expired with his head in his 
wife’s lap, but never regained con­ 
sciousness, dying almost within half 
minute after he was shot.

In a short 
time the alarm was given and a posse 
was scouring the woods for tho m ur­ 
derer. 
Mrs. H unnicut said that the sound 
of the shot which killed her hus­ 
band was the first warning she had 
of the bloody crime. No suspicious 
characters had been lurking around 
the iiremises, as far as was known. 
The murderer was evidently con­ 
cealed behind a bush in the yard, 
waiting for 
H unnicut to appear. 
AVhen he appeared the fatal shot was 
fired and the bloodthirsty villian 
fled. Tracks were seen around the 
house, but other than this no clews 
were obtained.

Albion W. Tourgee is an ex-oar- 
petbaggerwho makes his living by 
cheap literature whicli panders to 
Northern prejudice against the South 
and to the sentimentally in regard to 
negroes. 
The Southern people have long 
ago ceased to be annoyed by any- 
tliing Tourgcc says concerning them, 
and his effusions are rarely noticed 
except by those people for whose 
consumption they are intended, and 
who have a mania for that kind of 
pabulum. 
In a recent article in the Forum 
Mr. Tourgee alleges that the negro 
“is the most wronged race of which 
history giyes any "knowledge.” As 
a personal utterance from him this 
W'ould not be worthy of notice, but 
as an idea often expressed and be­ 
lieved by many, it is well enough to 
consider its truth. 
If we consider what the negro was 
and what he is, it certainly does not 
appear that he has suffered greatly 
from this alleged wrong. He was a 
savage of the lowest typo—the repre­ 
sentative of a people who have come 
in contact with eivililation from the 
earliest records of history, but who 
have been always benighted. He is, 
as wo find him in this country, a 
self-sustaining citizen ot a great Re­ 
public, a Christian, and well supplied 
with all the adjuncts and concomi­ 
tants of an advanced civilization of 
which he is capable of making any 
use. 
There must have been something 
done for him- to have wrotight this 
change in his condition which would 
not properly come under the head of 
a great wrcng. 
For the past twenty-five years 
philanthrophists of the North have 
lavished their millions in establish­ 
ing schools for his benefit, and the 
Southern states have all taxed them­ 
selves for his public education. The 
white people of the South, too, have 
given liberally in private subscrip­ 
tions to build him churches 
and 
school houses, and aided him in the 
hundreds of waj’S that the property- 
holding class is always called on to 
aid the poorer people in their midst. 
This has been done while the In­ 
dian has been driven from the herit­ 
age of hia fathers and the Mongolian 
forbiden to set foot upon own shores. 
The negro suffered something more 
than a century of slavery—undoubt­ 
edly the mildest form of slavery the 
world ever knew. The white races 
knew slavery for a much longer pe­ 
riod and of a severer type. 
Montesquieu says that in the tenth 
century the great majority ot the 
people of Franco were serfs—and as 
Joudge Tourgee has a French name 
it is highly probable that hia ances­ 
tors were in this debased condition 
for eentnriea. 
Villeinage survived 
in England 
until after the Elizabethan era. 
In 
all Germany the peasants were in 
bondage until towards the close of 
the eighteenth century, and m some 
parts of that country they remained 
in a condition of modified villeinage 
until the present century, and the 
celebrated “imperial manifest” of 
Alexander II of Russia liberating 
the serfs was issued in March, 18G1. 
The white races, therefore, have 
suffered many more years of slavery 
than the negroes of tliis country ever 
did. 
The negroes of the South today are 
the happiest and best contented class 
of laboring people on the globe. 
Their labor is in demand and they 
have all the work they can do at 
fair wages. 
There is 
less com­ 
plaint and less sufl'ering among them 
than among the working class of any 
section or country. 
That the negroes 
have suffered 
greater wrongs than any people 
known to history, is an assertion 
that can be found out by iavestiga- 
tion. 
They have been petted as no peo­ 
ple ever were before and history fur­ 
nishes no sort of parallel to the prac­ 
tical philanthropy that has been lav­ 
ished upon them.—Birmingham Age- 
Herald. 


BAGGING PROBLEM SOLYED.' 


A New iuiil Doubtless Sueccssfui Illva! 
of Jute. 


A uoust.v, Ga., April 21.—William 
B. Jackson, a well-known lawyer of 
this city, has solved the jute bagging 
problem that has agitated cotton cir­ 
cles for so long. Jackson has perfec­ 
ted mechanical appliances for mak­ 
ing bagging from cotton stalks, and 
he iias just returned from New York 
with a roll of the bagging. 
Expert 
cotton men say that it is in every re­ 
spect equal to cotton bagging. He 
will utilize bare stalks from the field, 
and can afford to i>ay about Í2 a ton 
laid dov/n. An annual stalk yield 
will bale three years’ cotton crop. 
The machinery 
comprises heavy 
weighted corrugated rollers with vata 
of running water, carding machines 
and bagging looms. 


NW’O M ILLIONS ANNUALLY. 


It is estimated that in making bag­ 
ging from cotton stalks ?2,000,000 
annually will go into the pockets of 
the farmers for what is now cleared 
from the fields at an expense.' Au­ 
gusta will be the headquarters for 
the company’s mills and the offices 
will extend from Virginia to Texas. 
Jackson had the roll of bagging which 
is exhibited woven by the jute bag­ 
ging looms of J. O. Todd, at Patter­ 
son, N. J., and that expert source 
pronounces it equal to its j uto rival. 
Cotton stalk bagging is less inflam­ 
able and is only a shade darker than 
jute. Cotton circles here are jubilant. 


WORK OP THE FLOOD. 


Sad Condiiioii of Affairs in tlie Over' 
flowed Louisiana Parishes. 
Washington, April 21.—Secretary 
Proctor has transmitted to the House 
the report of the Quartermaster Gen­ 
eral Eobinson in regard to the con­ 
dition of affairs in the overflowed 
districts of St. James and Ascension 
Parishes, Da. 
General Robinson 
says that in pursuance to orders he 
went to White Hall and Convent, 
St. James Parish. Convent is at the 
loiver edge of the great Nita crevasse. 
White Hall above it, further back iu 
the valley. Below, at Convent, ex­ 
cept near the levees, everything is 
flooded for about ten miles down and 
far hack, the same at intervals above 
the crevasses toward White Hall 
and for fifty miles, he says, the situ­ 
ation is deplorable. 
Hundreds of 
planters have lost their crops, while 
thousands of laborers w ill soon be 
thrown out of work. 
At Grandes 
Point, where there are probably six­ 
ty to eighty families, the people es­ 
caped iu skiffs, and the whole pre­ 
cinct is under water. Opposite the 
levee break at Nita, numerous poor 
whites and colored people lost all 
but their lives. He recommends in­ 
stant action tending to the relief of 
sufferers by the United States. There 
is liable to bo in St. James, St. John 
and Ascension parishes a total of 
5,000 persons 
destitute within a 
month.

“They say that I am crazy; that 
my story is only the fabrication of a 
diseased imagination, but it is true, 
true-every .word of it.” 
On one of the early morning trains 
which left for the north last week 
were three passengers, who occupied 
one of the .sections in the boudoir 
car. 
One of the three was a dwarf. 
Strangely 
misshapen, 
with long 
arms and a head' twice too large for 
his body, he was horrible to look at. 
His companions were both big men 
and though they were api>arently 
able to crush the dwarf with ease, 
they yet aeemed afraid of him and 
watched every motion he made with 
the closest attention. 
As I was passing by the door of the 
section this strange figure called on 
me to stop and begged me to listen 
to his story and publish it and so 
save him from a terrible persecu­ 
tion. 
No objection being made by the 
two keepers I took my seat in the 
compartment and heard the strang­ 
est tale I ever listened to. 
The words of the misshapen being 
can be reproduced, but not the horri­ 
ble expressions of his face and the 
wild jestures of his long arms as he 
swung them about his head and re­ 
acted the scenes he was telling of. 
“I was born,” continued the dwarf, 
in a northern village, and I was 
born as I am no-w, horrid to look at, 
a constant eyesore and a disgrace to 
piy family.

“I was enlisted into a Massachu­ 
setts infantry regiment, but the next 
morning when I turned out at re­ 
veille with my co'ttipany, my ap­ 
pearance created a general laugh, 
and the captain ordered me to my 
quarters. 
. “I was strong in those 
stronger even than I am now, and 
they quickly found a use for me. I, 
who longed to fight and felt that I 
had the courage in me to do heroic 
nets, was assigned-to hospital duty 
to take care of the sick and wound- 
ed- 
“My only consolation was that I 
succeeded iu being detailed on the 
field force and whenever there was a 
battle I was there to see it. 
The 
smell of the smoko and the roar bf 


the cannon . set my blood on fire. 
When I saw the rebels falling and 
our forces sweeping over the ground 
I was the first to follow them. 
“I carried a long knife in my 
breast and sometimes when no one 
was looking I completed the work' 
our soldiers had only half done, and 
in this vray I destroyed many ene­ 
mies to the country I loved and 
could not fight for. 
“One morning our camp was sur­ 
prised. Before we knew it the ene­ 
my was upon us,- and all was wild 
confusion. 
That short half hour 
made up for all I had endured. It 
was a man to man struggle. Over 
aud over I felt my long knife sink 
into an enemy, and I was hapiiy. 
“It lasted but a short time, how­ 
ever. We soon received reinforce­ 
ments, and then the tide of battle 
turned, and tlie rebels were driven 
back step by stop until our camp was 
regained. 
‘When it was all over I was forced 
to return to the hospital tent and there 
I found plenty ot work. Soon every 
one of the camp beds were full, and 
the doctors were going about cutting 
away limbs and sewing up wounds. 
Side by side lay the men who a 
short time before had been fighting 
desperately, and the hardest part of 
my duty was that I was forced to 
treat all alike and care for the needs 
of the rebels as l did for those of our 
own men. 
“I found among my patients one 
toward whom I conceived a sudden 
and overmastering hatred.
